Briand 
which wus tendered immediately after 
th© premier left the Chamber of Dep­ 
uties. 
Briand in tendering his resig­ 
nation today, and that of his cabinet, 
said it was "Irrevocable." 
Premier Briand addressed the Cham­ 
ber 
of 
Deputies 
on 
the 
subject 
or the Cannes conference, and later 
tendered his resignation and that of 
his cabinet. 
Sever© criticism of Bri- 
and’s agreeing to meet the Russians 
at Genoa next March 
and 
of 
his 
agreement with Lloyd Georg© as to 
the terms of an Anglo-French alli­ 
ance, were the 
causes 
of 
Briand’s 
downfall. 
After a long plea for th« moral sup­ 
port of the Chamber, Briand ended his 
speech with words clearly indicating 
his disgust with the attitude adopted 
by his opponents, and he and th© mem­ 
bers of his cabinet walked out of the 
chamber. 
The deputies were amazed by this 
move and there was uncertainty as to 
Whether Briand, was 
resigning Am­ 
enuse of hostilities among the various 
groups in the French parliament, or 
because of dlssentions within his cab­ 
inet. 
In his speech to the deputies pre­ 
ceding his resignation, Briand stated 
that the question of German repara­ 
tions would not he discussed at the 
Genoa conference at which he said 
the participants must accept the guar­ 
antees France obtained ut Versailles 
and furthermore engage to respect the 
frontiers of their neighbors* 
According to the new reparations 
agreement, lie said, France would not 
lose one centime. 
In cas© of German 
aggression on the Rhine, Briand de­ 
fined, Great Britain would stand by 
France with her full war strength. 
Briand pleaded for the moral support 
of the chamber before returning to 
the supreme council meeting at Dun­ 
nes. 
The premier’s last words to the dep­ 
uties as he wound up his speech this 
afternoon, was; 
I would feel at Cannes that I did 
not have the required confidence cf 
France. 
Therefore. I am quitting." 
End of Conference
